For me, such an occasion was 
obviously not to be missed, for how 
often does the United States Mint 
produce an entirely different coin? 

And the Susan B. Anthony issue 
promises to be interesting in several 
regards. 

First, it portrays the only American 
woman ever to be honored on a 
United States coin for regular 
circulation. Many women have indeed 
appeared on United States coinage 
before; one has only to look at the 
Liberty Head coinage of the eighteenth 
and nineteenth centuries, the Liberty 
seated coinage, the Barber coinage, the 
Liberty walking and Liberty standing 
silver coins of our own century and so 
on to find many examples. However, 
''Miss Liberty" in these instances was 
a stylized representation, not a 
depiction of an actual living person. It 
could be argued, I suppose, that the 
Morgan silver dollar (1878-1921) 
depicts an actual woman, for it is "an 
almost photographic likeness" (in the 
words of one contemporary reporter) 
of Miss Anna Williams, a Philadelphia 
model and teacher, who posed for the 
engraver, George P. Morgan. It can 
also be argued, however, that Miss 
Williams was intended not to 
represent herself on the coin but, 
rather, to be emblematic of a general 
"Miss Liberty" design. 

Likewise, Teresa Cafarelli, later to 
become Mrs. Anthony DeFrancisci, 
posed for the 1921 Peace Dollar, not 
because the United States government 
wanted to honor this attractive Italian 


immigrant but because a stylized head 
of Miss Liberty was needed. 
Commemorative coins feature several 
women, including Queen Isabella of 
Spain (on the 1893 Isabella quarter), 
Eleanor Dare and her child Virginia 
(on the 1937 Roanoke half dollar), and 
numerous goddesses of Liberty and 
Justice, but commemorative issues 
were not struck as a circulating 
medium for commerce. 

Second, the size and format of the 
Susan B. Anthony dollar promised to 
be different from anything issued 
previously. Midway in size between 
the existing Washington quarter and 
Kennedy half dollar, the Susan B. 
Anthony dollar weighs one-third as 
much as four quarters (I will leave it to 
the mathematicians among our 
readership to figure out the precise 
weight!). The inner border on both 
obverse and reverse is an 11-sided 
polygon. 

The raison d'etre of the coin is to 
provide a dollar-size issue which, 
unlike current Eisenhower dollars, will 
be small and convenient enough to 
actually circulate. Thus, it is hoped 
that the coin will be a boon to the 
vending machine industry. Whereas a 
decade ago a handful of dimes or a 
couple of quarters could make a 
significant purchase, with today's 
inflation many food and novelty items 
sell for a dollar or more. It is hoped 
that the new Susan B. Anthony dollar, 
convenient enough to carry in 
quantity, will find widespread use and 
lessen the need for change machines. 
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Today a paper dollar bill has a life in 
^ circulation of only about 18 months 

before it becomes so soiled that it must 
be returned to the Treasury 

► Department for destruction and 
replacement. It is hoped that the new 
Susan B. Anthony dollar coin will last 

► many multiples of that time, perhaps 
20-40 years, with a resultant savings. 

After considering Miss Hackel's 
j invitation for about two seconds, I 

telephoned my acceptance to 
Washington. My wife, Christie, and I 
looked forward to the impending 
ceremony, one of three such 
ceremonies (others were held at 
f Philadelphia and Denver) to 

inaugurate the new coin, but different 
from the others in that proof-grade 
^ coins would be struck only at San 

Francisco. 

We arrived in San Francisco the 
^ evening of February 1st, the day 

before the scheduled event. Following 
a late-night snack in our room at the 
^ Fairmont Hotel, we set the alarm for 

6:00 a.m. the following morning. The 
ceremony was to be held at an early 
hour because the Secretary of the 
Treasury, W. Michael Blumenthal, had 
to be in Los Angeles later in the day to 
give a speech. 

Six a.m. came all too soon, and it 
was with a bit of grogginess that we 
hopped out of bed and made 
^ preparations for the exciting event.

Following a quick breakfast, we took a 
fifteen-minute taxi ride to 155 
Hermann Street, which turned out to 
be the relatively new United States 
Assay Office, a sharp contrast to the 
old San Francisco Mint, which now 
stands as a museum on Mission Street. 
Although it is technically called an 
'"assay office," in reality, two floors of 
the structure are occupied by heavy 
coining presses. It is indeed a mint, in 
actuality if not in name. Perhaps in a 
way this is historic justice, for in the 
early 1850s a mint was established in 
San Francisco under government 
auspices, but it was designated not as 
a mint but, rather, as the United States 
Assay Office of Gold. The "mint" term 
was not used until 1854, when 
expanded facilities were constructed. 

The former San Francisco Mint, 
more centrally located in the city, is 
now a facility for document storage, 
data processing, and packaging and 
mailing of proof and other coins to 
collectors. In addition, as noted, a 
museum is open to the public. No 
coins are currently struck there. 

Alighting from the taxi, we 
proceeded up a sloping drive toward a 
huge, white granite building. Guards 
spaced at regular intervals around the 
outside apparently recognized us as 
guests and beckoned us to continue on 
the path which eventually led to the 
back side of the building. Against the 
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building wall on the front and on all 
sides were huge spools of 
tightly-wound copper and clad metal 
held together with bands, awaiting 
eventual transformation into coins. 

(We later learned that the Assay Office 
had no facilities for tourists or casual 
visitors. Perhaps that is why the main 
entrance is on the far side of the 
building and is rather inconspicuous.) 

Walking up a few stairs and crossing 
a terrazzo- floor lobby (bearing a brass 
plaque patterned after the $50 gold 
slug of Gold Rush fame) we collected 
"Honored Guest" ribbons which had 
been prepared in advance for us. We 
were among the earliest arrivals and 
noted that ribbons had been prepared 
for other numismatic personalities, 
including Kurt Krueger (a governor of 
the American Numismahc Association 
who, at the time, was representing 
Numismatic News), Margo Russell 


(editor of Coin World), and several 
others. In addition, there were 
numerous representatives of the 
general news media. Treasury and 
government officials, and 
representatives of the business 
community. 

As a security precaution; we and the 
other guests were required to empty 
our coats and pockets of coins and put 
them in small manila envelopes, 
appropriately marked with our names. 
From that point, we were directed up 
two flights of stairs to the third floor 
where the guests were to assemble. 

It was about 7:15 a.m. when we 
entered a brightly-lighted rectangular 
room in which two easels portrayed 
plaster casts, copper galvanos, and 
enlarged photographs relating to the 
Anthony dollar. On hand was a very

^ illustrious personage, perhaps not 

recognized as such in the schedule of 
events (in view of the impending 
presence of important high-ranking 
government officials), but to 
numismatists a candidate for fame and 

► posterity: Frank Gasparro, the chief 
engraver of the United States Mint, 
the gentleman who had earlier 

► designed the 1959 Lincoln cent 
Memorial reverse, the reverse of the 
1964 Kennedy half dollar, the 

^ Eisenhower dollar of 1971, and 

numerous medals and other Mint 
products. 

i Mr. Gasparro seemed pleased that 

' we spent quite a bit of time lingering 

in front of the displays. A rather 
soft-spoken, modest gentleman, he 
reflected quiet pride in his 
accomplishment. Fortunately, the 
majority of guests were yet to come, 

' and we had quite a bit of time to ask 

him various questions concerning what 
1 undoubtedly will be recognized by 

r numismatists as the crowning

achievement to date of his 
distinguished career. 

Although a number of people 
pressed for other designs — the 
classical head of Liberty (as used 
earlier on the Liberty cap cent, for 
example) being among them, 
according to Mr. Gasparro — the 
popular sentiment, perhaps reflective 
of women's liberation in our time, 
prevailed, and Susan B. Anthony was 
taken from history to appear on this 
issue. Interestingly, at the beginning of 
our discussion a lady representative of 
the Daughters of the American 
Revolution came up to me, saw my 
camera, and asked me to take a picture 
of her together with Mr. Gasparro. 
Susan Anthony, it turned out, was a 
D.A.R. member. Today this has a 
touch of irony, for Susan B. Anthony 
is considered to be an archetype of 
liberal thinking, whereas the D.A.R. is 
known for its conservatism. 

What type of portrait to use? 
Fortunately, Frank Gasparro had a 
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number of photographic likenesses, 
acquired from several sources, 
including a library in Philadelphia and 
Susan B. Anthony's descendants. 
Selected for a particular study was a 
photograph which in 1936 had been 
used by a relative as part of a national 
campaign. Although a grand-niece of 
Susan B. Anthony did not prefer it 
because of its use by a family member 
in the 1930s, it was deemed to be the 
most likely candidate. Pictured was 
Ms. Anthony with her hair tied in a 
tight bun behind her head and with an 
austere visage. 

Among the photographs at 
Gasparro's disposal were ones from 
various seasons of Ms. Anthony's life. 
The selected one showed her as an 
older woman, but as the photograph 
used in the 1930s had been retouched 
to soften the effects of age, this theme 
was further carried through by the 
engraver. The main use of the 
photographic likeness was to provide 
the correct profile and facial features. 
The finishing touches were designed 
to depict a younger woman, so as to 
"capture her in the prime of her life," 
according to Mr. Gasparro. Before any 
modeling was attempted, Mr. 

Gasparro spent a full week studying 
the pictures and learning of her 
personality so as to "get to know" Ms. 
Anthony as intimately as possible. 
Only by knowing the subject can the 
engraver create a realistic likeness, he 
said. 

Born on February 15, 1820, Susan B. 
Anthony was the daughter of Daniel 
Anthony and his wife, Quaker 
storekeepers near Adams, 
Massachusetts. Her early years were 
spent in typical childhood pursuits. 
When the Panic of 1837 and the 
consequent hard times came, Susan, 
by then an attractive young woman, 
was forced by the failure of her 
family's business to cease her 
attendance in Philadelphia at Miss 
Moulson's Friends Seminary and 
return to teach in a Quaker girls' 
school in New Rochelle, New York. In 
July of 1848, her family, Susan being 


absent, attended a two-day meeting in 
Seneca Falls, New York, an event 
which would later be recognized by 
history as the beginning of the 
woman's rights movement. Susan's 
sister, Mary, and her mother and 
father all signed the Declaration of 
Sentiments, prepared by Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton, and patterned after the 
Declaration of Independence. The key 
phrase was, "We hold these truths to 
be self-evident that all men and women 
are created equal." 

Daniel Anthony was interested in 
several different causes considered 
radical at the time, including free 
thought, the abolition of slavery, and 
temperance. Young Susan was 
exposed to and became part of many 
discussions with family and friends on 
these subjects. In 1849 she delivered 
her first public speech as a fund-raiser 
and president of the local Daughters of 
Temperance. As her views solidified, 
her determination became stronger. In 
1853 when Horace Greeley, at the 
New York Constitutional Convention, 
asked, "Ladies, will you please 
remember that the bullet and the ballot 
go together. If you vote, are you ready 
to fight?"; Susan answered, "Yes, Mr. 
Greeley, just as you fought in the late 
war, at the point of a goose quill." 

From 1868 until 1872 she owned and 
published the Revolution, a weekly 
journal which espoused the ideals of 
several movements in which she took 
an interest. Inequalities, strikes, the 
plight of working women, and other 
subjects were discussed in detail. 

Her main cornerstone of fame was 
to come a few years later in the case of 
the United States versus Susan B. 
Anthony. In 1872 she told delegates to 
a suffrage convention that the 
Fourteenth Amendment did not 
specifically exclude women from 
voting. Scanning the text, she was 
unable to find any indication that the 
franchise was intended for men only. 
On November 1st, with the Fourteenth 
Amendment and the state election law 
in her hand, she persuaded the male 
inspectors of the Eighth Ward in 
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Rochester, New York, to include her 
name and several others in the voting 
register. A few days later, on 
November 5th, Susan Anthony and 
fifteen other women came back to the 
polls and cast their votes, which were 
duly counted as part of the national 
election. On Thanksgiving morning of 
the same month Susan and her voting 
friends were arrested. All pleaded 
guilty to casting ballots and were 
ordered to appear before the court. 

The trial was set for the summer of 
1873. 

During the intervening time, Susan 
B. Anthony kept busy speaking in 
many different locations on the 
question, 'Ts it a Crime for a United 
States Citizen to Vote?" In a trial 
which has later been widely cited as a 
travesty of justice. Associate Justice 
Ward Hunt, newly appointed to the 
bench by Senator Roscoe Conkling, a 
noted adversary of the women's cause, 
declared that Susan Anthony was not 
competent to testify. Further, he 
directed to the jury that a verdict of 
guilty must be found as the issue was 
a matter of law and not of opinion. 

The jury was not consulted in the 
matter. Her reaction to the sentence of 
a $100 fine and the cost of prosecution 
was taken in part from the earlier 
proposals of Jefferson and Adams for 
the Great Seal of the United States: 
"May it please your Honor, I shall 
never pay a dollar of your unjust 
penalty . . . and I shall earnestly and 
persistently continue to urge all 
women to the practical recognition . . . 
that resistance to tyranny is obedience 
to God." 

The United States Government did 
not pursue the matter actively, and the 
fine was never paid. During the 
remainder of her life until her death in 
1906, she spent untold time and effort 
writing, speaking, and otherwise 
advancing the cause of women's 
suffrage, work which eventually would 
culminate in 1920 with the passage of 
the Nineteenth Amendment. 

After discussing Susan B. Anthony 
with Frank Gasparro, our conversation 


drifted to other numismatic subjects, 
particularly about commemorative 
coins. He expressed the opinion that 
the Mint would probably never make 
additional commemoratives, due to all 
the problems of years earlier, in which 
favored distributors made windfall 
profits by purchasing the coins from 
the Mint at face value and by selling 
them at unconscionably high profits. 
He mentioned specifically the abuses 
with the Booker T. Washington and 
Washington-Carver coins (from the 
1940s and early 1950s) and the 
near-scandals which resulted. 

I mentioned to Mr. Gasparro that 
the issuance of commemorative coins 
would further assure his niche in the 
numismatic hall of fame, so to speak. 
He replied that he had produced many 
medals which were sought by 
collectors, but acknowledged that 
while medals might be interesting, 
coins have a special magic as far as 
numismatists are concerned. It 
appeared to me that his comments 
concerning commemoratives may have 
been more the "official Mint position" 
rather than his own feelings. 

On display in the room, in addition 
to a long table filled with coffee and 
donuts, was a number of die pairs 
used to create Susan B. Anthony 
dollars, both proof and regular issues, 
as well as a made-up proof set of the 
type that will be sold to collectors later 
in the year. Although the scheduled 
striking held during my visit was a 
"ceremonial striking," test impressions 
had obviously been made earlier, as 
the proofs of the Susan B. Anthony 
dollar in the proof set illustrated. 

As 8:00 a.m. approached, the guests 
filed into an adjacent room filled with 
folding chairs arranged theatre style. 

At the front was a table and lectern, 
behind which was a green banner 
bearing the emblem of the United 
States Treasury Department. When 
Christie and I entered the room it was 
half full. I was eager to get an aisle 
seat, so as to be able to use my 
camera. Then at the last minute I 
noticed that several seats were vacant 
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in the very first row. So, there we 
went — a vantage which was to give 
us a close view of all the proceedings. 

At about 8:15 the luminaries 
assembled at the front table. Included 
were Stella Hackel, Director of the 
Mint; Bette Anderson, Undersecretary 
of the Treasury; and W. Michael 
Blumenthal, Secretary of the Treasury. 
In addition, other national and local 
officials were present. 

Stella Hackel furnished an 
interesting introduction, giving a brief 
biography of Secretary Blumenthal. It 
turns out that the Secretary, a German 
immigrant, had his first job in San 
Francisco, where he counted cookies in 
a bakery. He then progressed, step by 
step, through an illustrious career, 
which culminated in the presidency of 
the Bendix Corporation and, in more 
recent times, to the position of 
Secretary of the Treasury under 
President Jimmy Carter. 

Speaking from prepared notes. 
Secretary Blumenthal told of the new 
Anthony dollar and the government's 
expectation for it. It would, he said, 
present efficiencies, for the pieces 
would last longer in circulation than 
paper dollars and would be of a form 
easily handled by the public. This 
should effect an economy of $4V2 
million a year, an important factor in 
an administration which is trying to 
cut costs. He then told a bit about 
Susan B. Anthony's life and how she 
came to be commemorated on the 
coin. "If Indians, buffalos, and eagles 
can be on coins, then a woman can be 
also," was a light-hearted comment 
which evoked laughter. 

Following Blumenthal' s remarks, the 
group went down one flight of stairs 
to the second floor to visit the 
production facility tor proof coinage. 

In a large room, old white-painted 
presses were all set to stamp out proof 
coins one at a time. Blumenthal and 
several others gathered at a press in 
the part of the room, and with the aid 
of a press-operator, produced the first 
"ceremonial" proof dollar, holding it 
up proudly to display it before a large 
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group of photographers and others. 
During the next five to ten minutes, 
several other pieces were coined, and 
many poses were taken. 

During this time I had the 
opportunity to examine minutely this 
particular press, the dies, and to hold 
some of the coins. (I later found this 
was not in accordance with general 
regulations. Apparently the presence 
of the Secretary of the Treasury 
Blumenthal, a first at the San Francisco 
Mint, caused the departure from the 
regular rules.) 

Each proof coin was made by taking 
a blank or planchet from a group 
placed on a metal table in front of the 
operator, spread out just like a fallen 
stack of poker chips. Each blank was 
carefully placed on the die and a lever 
was used to actuate the press. During 
the stamping process a protective glass 
plate came down between the operator 
and the die, thus making the coining 
process visible, but at the same time 
protecting the operator from metal 
scraps. Then, as the die receded 
upward and after the glass plate lifted, 
the operator took a large forceps and 
extracted each coin, placing it on an 
easel, together with other pieces. 
During the whole process the dollars 
were not touched by human hands, 
nor were the faces of the coins allowed 
to come into contact with others.

Nearby on press ^19 additional proof dollars are 
being struck. The tray to the left holds nearly two 
dozen newly-produced coins. 
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Following picture-taking and general 
discussions, all of which took perhaps 
fifteen minutes, guests were invited to 
do one of two things: to return 
upstairs to the reception area for 
additional refreshments and 
conversation or to go downstairs to 
visit the production facilities for 
ordinary circulating coinage. Christie 
and I elected to do the latter, perhaps 
the only guests to do so (for we saw 
no others in evidence once we went 
down to the lower area). We were 
fortunate to have Don Butler, 
supervisor of the security staff, as our 
personal tour guide. It isn't very often 
that the U.S. Assay Office has visitors, 
so giving us a tour was a special 
privilege, he told us. 

Going down to the lower level, we 
first saw several gigantic presses which 
took undulating wide strips of metal 
and stamped blank planchets from 
them, creating an ear-splitting din. 

One huge machine in particular 
churned out a whole handful of dollar 
planchets each time the punches came 
crashing down. Perhaps as a contrast 
to the white-painted proof presses, the 
planchet punches and coining presses 
in the production level were all 
painted bright green. 


From that point we went into the 
production facility where many presses 
were busily churning out a coppery 
cascade of Lincoln cents and bins full 
of bright silver-appearing Anthony 
dollars. The cents in particular were 
susceptible to high-speed production 
and were being made faster than the 
eye could follow. It was indeed a rare 
privilege to be able to go among the 
presses, photograph what we wanted 
and to have various people there eager 
to demonstrate anything we cared to 
see or ask about.

A numismatist to the end, here is an apt portrait of 
me in front of the bronze elevator doors depicting a 
coin press and stacks of freshly -minted coins. 

During our visit in this room of 
wonders we spent nearly an hour 
watching thousands of coins being 
produced (cent and dollar 
denominations; other issues were not 
being made that day), the changing of 
dies, preparation of planchets, 
counting and handling, shaking of 
coins through a sieve (to remove 
oversize pieces), and so on. It was 
indeed a thrill. 

After a most enjoyable visit we 
returned to the reception area, took a 
final few pictures, including one of me 
in front of bronze elevator doors 
depicting a coining press, gathered our 
effects and went through the third or 
fourth electronic security scanning of 
the day. We then reclaimed our pocket 
change, given by us earlier to the 
receptionist and put in a paper 
envelope, and departed for the streets 
of San Francisco. 

All in all it was an enjoyable 
first-hand view of history in the 
making — an experience we will never 
forget.

United States Old Series Currency, popularly called "Large- 
size," was printed and issued from 1861 to 1929 and bears the 
authorizing signatures of at least two Treasury officials. This 
article will focus on those notes which display the signature 
combinations of the Register of the Treasury (the Register) and 
theTreasurer of the United States (the Treasurer) which appear 
on United States Notes (or Legal Tenders), Silver Certificates, 
and Gold Certificates printed during the fiscal years from 1888 to 
1929. 


These various signature combina- 
tions are important to the collector as 
they constitute varieties within a 
Series.^ For example, the popular 
"Bison" note (1901 Series, $10 United 
States Note) was printed and issued 
from fiscal year 1902 through fiscal year 
1926. During these 25 years 148,958,000 
notes were printed with the production 
total divided between nine combina- 
tions of the authorizing signatures of 
the Register and the Treasurer.^ 

The question of how many notes were 
printed bearing certain combinations of 
the signatures of the Register and the 
Treasurer has long been asked by paper 
money collectors and researchers. Early 
attempts at answering this question in- 
volved compiling the production data 
from the Annual Reports of the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing. But this was 
to little or no avail because the Annual 
Reports were compiled on a fiscal year 
basis, while the tenure of the Register 
and Treasurer was often vacated and 
filled during a fiscal year. 

For example, the tenure of Register 
Gabe E. Parker and Treasurer John 
Burke began on October 1, 1913 and 
ended December 31, 1914; however, 
the Annual Reports were compiled from 
July 1 to June 30. How then can the re- 
searcher decide which part of the pro- 
duction belongs to Parker-Burke and 
which portion to their predecessors and 
successors? The Annual Reports did not 
specify production by signature combi- 
nation, but were only concerned with 
the correct number of notes printed and 
delivered to the T reasury for issue to the 
public. A classic dilemma for the re- 
searcher: inadequate records. 

The lack of official documentation has 
shifted the focus of research away from 


records to the tedious task of observing 
serial numbers to determine the quan- 
tity of notes printed per signature com- 
bination. Of course, the main drawback 
of observing serial number ranges to 
determine production is that seldom 
does the researcher find the exact cut- 
off point of a signature combination and 
the exact beginning of the next. In other 
words, it would require that two notes 
be found bearing successive signature 
combinations and serial numbers in 
sequence. Two notes which do this are 
called a "change-over pair." Change- 
over pairs are seldom encountered, and 
certainly not enough to answer the 
question of how many notes were 
printed for the many signature combi- 
nations and denominations. 

For certain series and denominations 
change-over pairs are of limited value. 
Occasionally the Bureau would print a 
few notes with an old plate (that had 
been shelved) bearing the signatures of 
the authorizing officials who had been 
in office the previous term. This devia- 
tion from normal production practices 
is called "reversion." The change-over 
pair in this case would signify that the 
majority of the production to follow 
bears the signatures of the authorities 
then in office. 

Also, along these lines, it must be 
emphasized that the official changes of 
signatures did take place on a specified 
date;^ this is all too evident in the 
Bureau's records. In most cases involv- 
ing the production of a high-volume 
note many presses were running 
simultaneously with impressions of the 
note. When the official change of sig- 
natures did take place, only some of the 
presses were immediately fitted with 
the new plates bearing the signatures of 
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the authorities that had just taken of- 
fice. Thus, some of the presses con- 
tinued to print with old plates, and 
these were replaced over a period of 
time with the new plates bearing the 
new authorizing signatures. All the 
notes, whether signed by those officials 
who just left office or by those who just 
took office, were put through the num- 
bering machinery which was num- 
bering with the new block letter and 
serial numbers. In some instances the 
block letter remained the same and the 
numbering continued in sequence. 

This phenomenon, it must be em- 
phasized, occurred with notes that were 
produced In high volume, such as the 
1917 Series $1 United States Note, or the 
1899 Series $1 Silver Certificate. Low- 
volume notes did not suffer from this 
confusion. Low-volume production in- 
volved the use of just one or two press- 
es, and these could be fitted with new 
plates at once; therefore other presses 
were not running using plates bearing 
the signatures of the officials who were 
no longer in office. 

Thus, most of the mixing of serial 
numbers and signature combinations 
(which has often been referred to as 
"'reversions") occurred as a result of 
"overlapping." Overlapping and rever- 
sions are two entirely different matters. 

The change-over pair in the case of 
overlapping would signify the official 
change of authorizing signatures but 
not the precise termination of one set 
and the beginning of another. But the 
change-over pair in all cases (be it re- 
version or overlapping) is an indicator 
that the majority of the production to 
follow will bear the authorizing signa- 
tures of the newly appointed officials. 
This has been established through the 


observation of the frequency of the a- 
vallabillty of notes bearing the old set of 
signatures in relation to notes bearing 
the new set of signatures. 

Observation of serial numbers can be 
of limited value when a serial- 
nurnber-run ends before reaching a 
logical conclusion, such as 100,000,000, 
and does not continue in numerical 
sequence to the next signature combi- 
nation. Now the researcher can not look 
for the change-over pair to indicate 
production totals, but can only search 
endlessly for the highest serial- 
numbered note, which was most likely 
destroyed by natural causes or re- 
deemed. 

A case-in-point Is the signature com- 
bination bearing the names of Register 
James C. Napier and Treasurer Carmi A. 
Thompson which appears on the 1899 
Series $5 Silver Certificate. It has long 
been suspected that the production 
total for this signature combination was 
very small. This suspicion is based on 
three factors: 1) their tenure in office 
lasted only four months and nine days, 
2) very few notes have been observed 
bearing their signatures and 3) there are 
no reported cases of overlapping or re- 
versions. 

No conclusive answer has been given 
to the question of how many notes were 
printed with their signatures because 
the signature combination's serial 
number range was confined to the H 
Block. The crux of the problem is that 
the printage did not complete the H 
Block, which in this case would have 
been 100,000,000 notes, and therefore 
the researcher must endlessly observe 
serial numbers to record the "new 
highest discovered." 

Walter Breen has studied the 
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Napier-Thompson signature combina- 
tion for the note in question and reports 
an observed serial number range from 
H3 to H1 775 861 , thereby indicating that 
at least 1,775,861 notes were printed.^ 
Nevertheless, this does not give us the 
exact amount printed because no one 
can be sure he has found the highest 
numbered note. 

To make the point of how important 
official records are to numismatic 
knowledge, recently discovered docu- 
ments show that production began for 
the Napier-Thompson notes on De- 
cember 26,1912, with HI and ceased on 
May 23, 1913, with H2 324 000." Thus 
2,324,000 Napier-Thompson notes were 
printed for the 1899 Series $5 Silver Cer- 
tificate (popularly called the ''Chief' or 
"Indian" note). 

These newly discovered documents 
have also confirmed what few research- 
ers have feared: certain production 
runs were destroyed, thus making the 
highest serial number much higherthan 
the actual printage. For example. 
Bureau records show that the serial 
numbered notes Ml to M10 000 000 for 
the William S. Elliott and Frank White 
signature combination for the 1907 $5 
United States Note were destroyed.^ 
This not only leaves a great gap In serial 
number observation, but puts the high- 
est printed serial number beyond the 
actual production that was delivered to 
the Treasury for issue to the public. 

Breen has published an observed low 
serial number of M10 188 033 for the 
note in question, which is remarkably 
close to the first note delivered to the 
Treasury for issue, I.e., M10 000 001.^ 
Gene Messier gives as the total for 
number of notes printed (which in- 
cludes all signature combinations) for 
the 1907 Series $5 note as 440,128,000,® 
to which Breen states that "SN (serial 
number) data indicate that the true 
amount may be higher, unless some SN 
ranges were omitted from the known 
blocks."’ These long-shelved Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing documents con- 
firm Breen's assumptions that "some of 
the (serlaJ number) blocks contained 
gaps."’® 


Thus, the belief of this researcher that 
the utilization of official records 
coupled with the observation of serial 
number ranges will ultimately untangle 
the web of confusion that surrounds 
production with regards to signature 
combinations can now be somewhat 
substantiated with these newly discov- 
ered records. It must be pointed out 
that not all signature combinations for 
ail series and denominations are com- 
plete as a result of this research. 
Moreover, certain signature combina- 
tion production totals may never be 
known but only partially answered 
through the observation of serial 
number ranges, due to the destruction 
or accidental loss of records, and the 
use of overlapping and reversions. Re- 
search is continuing, however, and in- 
formation will be published as it be- 
comes available. Our biggest task is to 
take the existing information and sepa- 
rate the reversions from the overlap- 
ping serial numbers to better enable us 
to determine the exact number of 
high-volume notes produced per sig- 
nature combination. 

The following tables which show the 
number of notes printed for certain sig- 
nature combinations appearing on U.S. 
currency should be used by the collec- 
tor In conjunction with books and 
catalogs listing United States paper 
money." By knowing the number of 
notes printed per signature combina- 
tion, the collector has a better idea of 
the relative rarity of a piece of currency. 
For example, the Napier-Thompson 
1899 Series $5 Silver Certificate, with 
2,324,000 printed, should be rarerthan a 
note of the same series and denomina- 
tion bearing the signatures of James C. 
Napier and Lee McClung, which had a 
printage of 54,820,000 notes."

••••Total printage for the 1907 Series of 462.034,000 notes falls 1 ,886.000 notes short of the observed high. 
Breen reports a high of M50 190 628 which is 1,886,628 higher than the printage figures, which allows a 
maximum of 48.304,000 notes printed in the M Block. In other words, the S-W and W-W sigs. require a 
combined printage total of 1 75,574,628 notes, instead of the combined totals of 173,688,000 notes which is the 
present figure. Two explanations are: 1) observation of highest serial in M Block is in error, or 2) a run of 
notes, probably near the end of the M Block, was destroyed and not replaced with Star Notes. This was the 
case with the Ml - Ml 0000 000 notes. Thus, the M Block printage may have serial numbers above M50000000 
but have an actual printage far short of the highest serial numbered note.

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In the early 1870's Gainesville, Florida, was a bustling town of 
just over 300 inhabitants. It had a post office, which was estab- 
lished in 1866, that handled an average of 3000 letters a week, 
and the area was known for the diversity of its crops such as rice, 
millet, corn, sorghum cane, oranges, and cotton. Cotton was 
king in those days; its production brought great wealth to men 
and prosperity to areas of the South. Gainesville was one such 
area that King Cotton smiled upon, and it owes much of what it is 
today to cotton and the bank that was established because of 
cotton. 


Shortly after the Civil War, a Union 
veteran from Vermont, Col. H.F. Dut- 
ton, and John G. Nichols of Mas- 
sachusetts were engaged in buying Sea 
Island cotton from South Carolina 
under the name of John C. Nichols and 
Company. Shortly after 1870, Col. Dut- 
ton moved to Florida and settled in 
Gainesville where he established the 
firm of H.F. Dutton and Company for 
the purpose of buying and ginning the 
area's cotton crops. Dutton bought di- 
rectly from the planters and paid cash 
for all his purchases. The planters had 


been trading off their cotton for dry 
goods, groceries, hardware, and taxes, 
but now they could get gold for their 
cotton and pay their bills in cash. 

As a result of Dutton paying higher 
prices for the finer grades of long cot- 
ton, planters were encouraged to im- 
prove their crops and the quality of their 
cotton. They purchased seed from 
South Carolina growers and studied 
their techniques for planting and 
growing the fine fibered Sea Island 
cotton for which they had been known 
for over 100 years. The Gainesville area

Sea Island cotton became so fine, in fact, 
that it took a medal at the Centennial 
Exposition in Philadelphia and at the 
Paris Exposition in 1878. At the Atlanta 
Cotton Exposition, where It was com- 
pared with Carolina cotton, it took first 
place in the judging. So high was its 
reputation to foreign lace-makers and 
those who made It into spool cotton that 
the Willimantic Spool Thread Company 
began purchasing it to the tune of 
$600,000 a year and shipping it to their 
plant in Connecticut. 

After a few years John Nichols closed 
down his operation in South Carolina 
and joined Dutton in Gainesville. Wal- 
ter G. Robinson of Rhode Island joined 
the firm as head of the cotton depart- 
ment. Robinson was to later become a 
power in the Republican party of Florida 
and at one time the receiver of the U- 
nlted States Land Office in Gainesville. 
Business did so well that In 1873 Dutton 
and Company opened a bank to facili- 
tate its own business. At that time the 
Dutton Bank was one of only three 
banks in the entire state of Florida. By 
1886 the bank had grown to where a new 
building was constructed in the heart of 
town. While the bank was not large 
compared to banks there now, it still 
played a very important part in the fi- 
nancial position of the county and city. 

In the 1890's Dutton and Company 
engaged in the mining of phosphate 
rock, an industry which had its begin- 
nings near Gainesville with the discov- 
ery of phosphate rock in Florida in 1879. 


About 1900 the business of phosphate 
mining was incorporated under the 
name of the Dutton Phosphate Com- 
pany. Most of the rock was shipped to 
Germany to be processed for commer- 
cial use. With the coming of World War I 
the European markets closed, and the 
company eventually went out of busi- 
ness. 

Dutton and Company continued in 
the cotton business until about 1910, 
when the boll weevil began to Interfere 
with the growing of long staple cotton 
and virtually wiped out the cotton in- 
dustry In Florida. Now the phosphate 
and cotton segments of the H.F. Dutton 
Company were gone, but what about 
the banking? It, too, was in for a strange 
turn of events. 

In 1906 the bank's cashier. Dr. B.P. 
Richards, died and was succeeded by 
E.D. Turner, who had started with the 
bank in 1902 as a collection clerk with 
the idea that he would take the job to 
tide him over until he could start his 
own law practice. In the summer of 
1907, Turner was called into the office of 
Col. Dutton and told that because of 
advancing age and the death of Robin- 
son, Dutton and Nichols had decided to 
go out of business and that a letter was 
being sent out to all depositors re- 
questing that they come in and with- 
draw all their deposits within the next 30 
to 60 days. He said that most people 
would probably transfer their accounts 
to the First National or other banks but 
that Turner was supposed to ship in 
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1902 Series, 1902-1908 dated back ten dollar national banknote from the Gaines- 
ville National Bank of Gainesville, Florida. Note is signed by T.W. Shands, 
president, and C.A. Faircloth, cashier. 


whatever cash was needed to take care 
of all depositors. 

A few days after the letter was sent 
out, Major W.R. Thomas of Gainesville 
began the process of organizing the 
Dutton bank under a state charter with 
himself as president and Turner as 
cashier. The bank was still alive and 
would continue to operate in the same 
location. A 1910 Gainesville City Direc- 
tory listed the Dutton Bank as ''the old- 
est bank in central Florida" with full paid 
capital of $75,000 and surplus and undi- 
vided profits of $85,000. It also went on 
to say that the bank was a state, county, 
and city depository, with four percent 
paid on time deposits and office hours 
of 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. The officers were 
W.R. Thomas, president; G.K. Broome, 
1st vice president; W.B. Taylor, 2nd vice 
president; and E.D. Turner, secretary 
and cashier. The directors were G.K. 
Broome, j.B. Padgett, H.F. Dutton, j.A. 
Maultsby, Monroe Venable, W.R. 
Thomas, and W.B. Taylor. In 1914, the 
Dutton Bank and the Gainesville Na- 
tional Bank consolidated and continued 
business in the Gainesville National 
Bank building. 

The Gainesville National Bank was 
chartered in July, 1907, with a capital of 
$100,000. The bank was given charter 
number 8802 and Issued red seals, dated 
backs, and blue seals of the third charter 
period 1902 Series national bank notes. 
The bank had a total circulation issue of 


$736,550 in five, ten, and twenty de- 
nominations with $100,000 shown to be 
still outstanding In 1918. In a 1913-1914 
issue of a Gainesville City Directory an 
ad read: four percent interest on sav- 
ings, safety deposit boxes for one dollar 
a year rent, a complete ladies depart- 
ment, and that they "especially solicit 
the accounts of the ladies." Another 
very interesting fact listed in the 1913/14 
issue was the officers of the bank: 
T.W. Shands, president; F.M. Brannon, 
vice president; W.R. Steckert, vice 
president; W.H. Burdick, cashier; and 
J.W. Blanding, assistant cashier. Flow- 
ever, in the 1915-1916 edition of the di- 
rectory, the officers were listed as: W.R. 
Thomas, president; G.K. Broome, 
vice-president; J.B. Padgett, vice- 
president; F.M. Brannon, vice- 
president; W.B. Taylor, chairman of the 
board; E.D. Turner, cashier; and W.H. 
Burdick, assistant cashier; almost the 
same men in the same positions that 
they had when they were with the Dut- 
ton Bank and this is nearly two years 
after the two banks consolidated. The 
Gainesville National Bank was placed in 
voluntary liquidation on December 27, 
1918, with capital of $100,000, and was 
absorbed by charter #10310, The Florida 
National Bank of Gainesville. 

The Florida National was established 
as the Phifer Brothers, Bankers, in May 
1907. It remained a private bank until It 
was granted a State Charter in 1913 and 
became the Phifer State Bank. In 1946 it 
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Mike Carter was born in Gainesville, Florida, on June 
14, 1949, and lived there until 1971 when he received a 
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Penney Company in Albany, Georgia, as a merchan- 
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1974 and is also active in the Society of Paper Money 
Collectors, Paper Money Collectors of Michigan, and 
the Florida United Numismatists. While he collects 
type coins, his main interest is in Florida National Cur- 
rency, and he has had several articles published on the 
subject. 


became a member of the Florida Na- 
tional Group of Banks and was renamed 
the Florida Bank at Gainesville. On 
March 1,1954, it was renamed a fourth 
time the Florida National Bank at 
Gainesville. The bank Issued $1,331,050 
of third charter 1902 Series dated and 
plain backs In five, ten, and twenty dol- 
lar denominations, all interestingly 
enough with the name Florida National 
Bank of Gainesville imprinted on the 
notes. There was $200,000 outstanding 
on the bank in 1922. The Florida Na- 


tional Bank of Gainesville is still in exis- 
tence today as one of the largest banks 
in the city. 

We have traced the history of the 
banks in one city, all of whose existence 
is the result of a bank born 105 years ago 
from cotton. Gainesville today is a city 
with a metropolitan population over 
125,000, but the old Dutton Bank build- 
ing Is still standing downtown more or 
less as a reminder to all Gainesville citi- 
zens that it played a very important part 
in making Gainesville what it is today.

■ Numismatic Vignettes is not usually 
used to promote specific products or 
services but here's a factual report — 
take it as you choose. The ANA insur- 
ance administrator has informed head- 
quarters that it recently issued a check 
in the amount of $6,040 to a member 
who was enrolled in the Group Hospital 
Protection Program. He was hos- 
pitalized for osteomyelitis of a heel for 
151 days. 


■ "Our dollar today is worth only 500." 
When you read or hear that statement, 
do you ask: "Compared to what and 
when?" Actually, a dollar you earned in 
1967 and saved "for a rainy day" will buy 
only half as much today as when you 
earned It. That's bad, but read on. 

Practically all Federal price com- 
parisons today are made on the basis of 
1967 being 100. But many of us re- 
member when the 1957-59 average was 
the 100 base, on which today's dollar is 
worth 440. Not so many but some of us 
remember the base of 1935-39 being 
100, compared to which today's dollar 
equals 240. 

When I was born in 1902 my dad took 
out a $2000 life insurance policy in my 
name. That seemed like quite a bit of 
money to a Central Illinois farm boy. 
Why, only a few years later it would have 
bought a Ford car! Suppose my three 
daughters were to collect and share that 
policy now, what would each receive in 
1902 dollars? $667? $333 (y 2 )? $167 (y4)? 
The sad answer is $88. 71, or 13. 30 on the 
dollar.

The 
great Bolsheviki leader, Nikolai Lenin, 
spoke wisely when he said, "The best 
way to destroy the capitalist system is to 
debauch the currency."

First National Bank

Davenport, Iowa was the site of the first National Bank to open and 
operate its banking business under the National Banking Act of 1863. The 
first deposits, over $80,000, and the first check written were part of the first 
day's business on Monday, June 29, 1863, a full two days before any other 
national bank In the United States opened for business. How did this 
happen out in Iowa, just west of the Mississippi, well over a thousand miles 
from the nation's capital and an equal distance from the great financial 
centers of the East? This article will review some of the known history 
surrounding the founding of this bank and the currency it issued. 


Davenport, Iowa, had grown from a 
few log cabins in 1836 to 300 people 
when Iowa was given territorial status in 
1838. By the time Iowa statehood was 
gained in 1846, Davenport and the sur- 
rounding Scott county population was 
over 3000. Most of Davenport's com- 
merce was tied to the Mississippi River, 
and when the hard freeze of winter set 
in every year, shipments to St. Louis 
stopped. The need for credit increased 
until the spring thaw when money and 
commerce would flow freely once 
again, a need which was realized in 1847 
when Ebenezer Cook and John L. Sar- 
gent opened a bank of deposit and ex- 
change along with their land agency. 


This bank was followed by a bank of 
discount, deposit and exchange 
founded by jno. Macklot and Austin 
Corbin in 1852, with a capital of $10,000. 
Corbin was associated with this banking 
house until mid-1861 when he retired 
(only to become, two years later, the 
main founder and president of The First 
National Bank of Davenport). 

Many banks opened and closed in 
those early pre-Civil War days. 
"Money" was made up of Eastern drafts, 
local merchants' checks and notes, 
fractional credit slips and other pieces 
of printed paper purporting to be 
money. As the Civil War drew nearer, all 
hard money — gold, silver and even

copper coin — vanished into the 
deepest purses, to see daylight even 
less frequently than before. When gold 
and silver coin were available, it was at 
10%-15% premium over Eastern bank 
notes, which were selling at par. Most of 
the local issues of bank notes and 
checks noting future payment traded at 
80%-85% of par in late 1858 and soon 
were not accepted at all. 

Sagging government credit faced 
Salmon P. Chase, President Lincoln's 
appointee for Secretary of the T reasury, 
along with increased demand for 
money to fight the Civil War. Secretary 
Chase's actions were clear and sound as 
he appraised Congress in December of 
1861 of the need for giving the people a 
money In which they could have faith 
and which could be used In any part of 
the country. He also stated a need for a 
system of national banks to accept and 
circulate this new federal money. The 
new legal tender Issues of United States 
currency started coming off the presses 
soon after. It took over 14 months and 
the close voting of Congress before 
President Lincoln signed into law the 
National Currency Act on February 26, 
1863. The next day, the Treasury De- 
partment received from Corbin and 
Dow an application for a charter as The 
First National Bank of Davenport. 

It was almost three months before the 
articles of association were received 
from the Comptroller of the Currency, 
and on May 25, 1863, the general sub- 
scription lists were opened to the pub- 
lic. It took only three days for the 
$100,000 in capital to be subscribed to 
by some 80 citizens of the Davenport 
community. On June 22, 1863, the 
Comptroller of the Currency assigned 
Charter #15 to the Davenport stock- 
holders and empowered several banks 
to begin business. Having been agreed 
upon by the board, public notice to 
begin business was given on the 26th of 
June, 1863. Three days later, and by that 
act, the first First National Bank of the 
United States opened its doors. 

From the 80 founding stockholders 
representing the major businessmen

Original Series notes did not carry the bank's charter number as did later issues. 
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and community leaders, came the offi- 
cers and directors. These people were 
public spirited and helped inspire trust 
in the new bank, trust that generated 
deposits so that the bank was able to 
declare a five percent dividend from 
profits at the end of its first quarter of 
business. This same good management 
stayed on and enabled the bank to 
prosper all through its 20 year charter 
period, 1863-1882. 

Almost a year went by before the first 
issue of notes of the bank were received 
and issued. The first notes received 
were 5,200 five dollar bills in sheets of 
four notes each and numbered from 1 
to 1040. Ayear later, January of 1865, the 
first one and two dollar bills were re- 
ceived and put into circulation. These 
were Original Series notes and bearthe 
earliest plate date of any two dollar Na- 
tional Bank notes, January 2, 1865. 

In all. The First National Bank of Da- 
venport issued in Original Series: 

1- 1- 1- 2 plate $17,500 worth; 

serials #1 to #3500 
5- 5- 5- 5 plate $73,800 worth; 

serials #1 to #3690 
10-10-10-20 plate $120,000 worth; 

serials #1 to #2400 
In Series of 1875: 

10-10-10-20 plate $3,100 worth; 
serials #1 to #62 

The total issue of notes was $214,400, 
of which, at its close in 1882, $45,000 
was still outstanding. This amount was 
decreased to only $2,009 In 1910, ac- 
cording to the records of the Comp- 
troller of the Currency. 

The Lazy Two note pictured Is one of 
two such notes known to survive today. 
The note #1079 probably was not in the 
first group of notes that was received 
by the bank. The date of its issue can be 
verified by the officers signing the note: 
Ira M. Gifford, cashier, and J.E. 
Stevenson, vice-president. These men 
served in these offices from June 19, 
1865, to January 10, 1867, when Ira M.

The Third President 

Gifford became the third president of 
the bank, so this note would have been 
issued during that time. 

Much more could be said about these 
stockholders, men who, because of 
foresight and belief in a strong banking 
system, had the honor of being part of 
the first National Bank In the United 
States to open its doors to the public, to 
accept deposits and make loans. If for 
only two days it enjoyed this distinction, 
it will be a permanent part of banking 
history. The note pictured has the dis- 
tinction of being handled and trusted by 
hundreds of people, people who kept 
the note, not because they could not 
spend It (as with many notes of its day), 
but because they knew that they could 
always spend it, that it was as good as 
any money they had. And like collectors 
today, someone may have prized this 
bill because It came from the first First 
National Bank to do business in the 
United States, The First National Bank of 
Davenport, Iowa.

Compromise of 1850 Medal 




A moving and poignant ceremony took place on February 9, 1852. Gathered in the 
private rooms of Henry Clay at the National Hotel in Washington, D.C., were the 
President of the United States, Zachary Taylor, numerous Senators and Representa- 
tives, and personal friends of Mr. Clay. Clay was by then an old man, confined to his 
rooms by Illness for an extended period and obviously near the end of his illustrious 
career. The occasion for the gathering was ostensibly to present Clay with a gold 
medal, privately subscribed for by the citizens of New York, honoring his preemi- 
nent role in the Compromise of 1850. Daniel Ullman, the head of the New York 
delegation, remarked that, ''All national medals hitherto struck in this country have 
been commemorative of the triumphs of American arms, but, 'Peace hath her 
victories, no less renown'd than war.' Then let the triumphs of peace have their 
memorial honors, too. And let the first American victor of peace, thus commemo- 
rated, be the man who, for a whole age, has ranked as the first citizen of the Great 
Republic." 

However, the occasion was much 
more; It was a valedictory to Clay and he 
recognized it as such. "I shall soon pass 
from the jurisdiction of my contem- 
poraries and of the present generation, 
to that of history and posterity, if the 
one shall deem me worthy of any record 
on its pages, or tradition shall transmit 
any recollection of me to the other." 

The following day, the Washington 
National Intelligencer would note, 
"During the delivery of this beautiful 
and appropriate reply, the most perfect 
silence pervaded the chamber; every 
eye was fixed on the tall and com- 
manding form so long known to the 
public; but respect and admiration 
were mingled with a tender regret on 
witnessing the evident struggle be- 
tween the unimpaired vigor of the mind 
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and the feebleness of its now emaciated 
and shaken tenement. Yet the eyes still 
glittered with unsubdued lustre, and at 
times, the tones of his voice rose into an 
emphasis which reminded one of an- 
cient days." 

The medal presented Clay was every 
bit worthy of its illustrious recipient. It 
was made of pure California gold, 9mm 
in thickness and a massive 90mm in 
diameter. The obverse portrait was de- 
signed by Thomas Dow Jones, later to 
become famous for his Lincoln monu- 
ment at Columbus, Ohio. The reverse 
design is a wreath, in which the six chief 
American staples — wheat, corn, cot- 
ton, tobacco, rice and hemp — are in- 
tertwined. The wreath surrounds an 
eighteen line historical highlight of 
Clay's career. This design was the work 
of another well-known Ohio sculptor, 
William Walcutt. 

Happily, the eminently talented 
Charles Cushing Wright was employed 
to hand cut the steel dies and his fine 
hand is evident in the strong portrai- 
ture. The medal was struck at the U.S. 
Mint (Julian PE-7). Besides the one in 
gold, one hundred fifty were struck in 
bronze. These specimens were placed 
in a leather case with red velvet lining 
and were sold, when originally pub- 
lished, for $30! 

Also accompanying the bronze 
medal, although now seldom seen, was 
an 8"x16" silkon which was imprinted an 
extract from the Washington National 
Intelligencer of February 10, 1852, enti- 



tled PRESENTATION OF A MEDAL TO 
MR. CLAY. The article details the pre- 
sentation ceremony. Clay's reply, and a 
discussion of the medal. — H.J.L.

This month's listing of the reverses used with the fantasy ingots of the Wells Fargo 
Company, Pacific Co., Moffat &Co.,etc., concludes the three-part catalogue of these 
"paperweights" that are all too often represented as being genuine ingots made of 
precious metals by the company that Is named on the obverses. We are certain that 
we've missed a few, especially some that are different mulings of those shown. 

There is an unanswered question on reverses 3, 4, 5, 11 , 12 and 16. Those reverses 
have an emblem, probably the manufacturer, that we have never been able to 
explain. Reverse 5 has an oval with H.E.C. around the top, a W in the center and an 8 
and 16at the bottom. Reverses 3, 4, 5, and 12 have a circle with C D,left and right, and 
an upward pointing arrow separating the two letters. Does anyone have any idea 
about the origin of the emblems?

Now, before you all rush down to the bank to get a cashier's check for $775 to send 
to me for all three "gems" pictured here. . . $775 for the bunch, all three as a set. . . 
you'd better stop, look, listen! 

You'd better locate a current copy of "the COIN DEALER newsletter" . . . also 
known to coin dealers as the "Gray Sheet" because that's its color. The Cray Sheet 
comes out once a week. It lists a compilation of all the "buy" and "sell" figures of 
dealer-to-dealer teletype sales transactions during the previous week. Thus its listed 
prices are never more than one week old. The teletype does not list sales to 
collectors, but solely what one dealer paid another dealer for each certain coin. 

So, if you see such a "fire-sale" priced advertisement as pictured here, compare its 
pricing with the actual dealer-to-dealer sales prices of the current Gray Sheet. 

The May '79 Gray Sheet, the month in which this ad appeared in print, reports sales 
of those three commemoratives at these wholesale prices . . . 


Isabella quarter Gem BU (Mint State-65) $325.00 

Alabama half Gem BU (MS-65) 280.00 

Missouri half Gem BU (MS-65) 770.00 

The dealers' "buy" price in May was $1,375.00 


Keep in mind that a total of $1,375.00 was what most legit dealers would pay in May 
for those three advertised "Gem BU" commemoratives. 

Just to check, I drove over into Houston, visited Royal Coins of Houston, and told 
them that I was thinking of selling my three MS-65 commemoratives. They got out 
their Gray Sheet and offered me the Gray Sheet's $1,375 "buy" price. 

Next, I visited Pat Johnson's Houston Numismatic Exchange. There I also asked the 
same question, what they thought I could get for my three MS-65 commemoratives. 
Out came the Gray Sheet showing its dealer "buy" price of $1,375. For the MS-65 
Isabella quarter, Houston Numismatic Exchange oiffered the same $325 per the Gray 
Sheet. For the Alabama half they upped the ante to $290.00. And for the Missouri half 
they'd pay only $750. A total of $1,365.00. However, they said, if I brought in the coins 
and if they actually were MS-65 or a shade better, Houston Numismatic Exchange 
might go as high as $1,450.00 for the three coins.

Models Completed for 
79 St. Louis Convention Medal 



Completed models for this year's convention medal serve as a dual commemora- 
tion, honoring both the 88th Anniversary Convention of the American Numismatic 
Association and the 75th Anniversary of the St. Louis World's Fair of 1904. The 
World's Fair, officially known as the Louisiana Purchase Exposition, itself com- 
memorated the centennial of the signing of the Louisiana Purchase, which opened 
the way for American western expansion and for St. Louis to become the gateway to 
the West. 


St. Louisan H. Richard Duhmejr., 
sculptured a replica of Karl Bitter's 
bronze, "Signing of the Purchase 
Treaty/' that was part of the hundred- 
foot tall Louisiana Purchase Monument 
at the fair, for the medal's obverse. The 
principals of the signing — Robert R. 
Livingston, James Monroe, and Francois 
Marbois — are shown just asthe signing 
of the document was completed, july 

29 - AUGUST 2- 1 979/EIGHTY - EIGHTH AN- 
NIVERSARY CONVENTION is carved near the 
lower rim. (The August 3 date shown on 
the models was altered at a later date.) 
The medal's reverse features the pre- 
dominant symbol of the 1904 World's 
Fair, the Festival Hall and Cascades at 
the head of the Grand Basin. The re- 
verse legend recalls the exposition and 
its anniversary. 

Everyone who attends the convention 
will be required to register, but there 
will be no admission fee. Those who 
want a medallic name badge may 
purchase the 1-1/2 inch or 3/4 Inch 
bronze for $4. The usual three-piece 
medal set, consisting of one bronze and 
one fine silver in 1-1/2 inch size and one 


3/4 inch bronze in a plastic holder, will 
be available at $21 . 

Because of the costliness of gold and 
the relatively small demand for the gold 
medals and badges produced the last 
few years, they have been discon- 
tinued. However, an innovation this 
year will be a 2-1/4 inch bronze medal, 
being struck in a very limited number, 
to be sold at the convention only for 
$15. 

As In the case of recent conventions, 
many who plan to attend the conven- 
tion will take advantage of preregistra- 
tion to avoid the possibility of waiting in 
line to register upon arrival. In addition, 
one may reserve tour tickets and ad- 
mission to other events that may be 
sell-outs to early arrivers.

Originated and administered by David R. Cervin, the Roman Coin Project is a program specially designed for junior 
members of the ANA to earn Roman and Byzantine coins for their activities in numismatics. Up to eight coins can be earned, 
four Roman coins in the initial program, and four Byzantine coins in the advanced section. 

In the initial program, the first three coins can be earned from numismatic participation in three of six categories: 
educational presentations, exhibiting, writing, club office, show committee chairmanship, or receiving a badge in numis- 
matics from your youth group. The fourth coin must be earned by completing the ANA's Young Numismatists Correspon- 
dence Course. In the advance program coin number five is earned by signing up a new ANA member, coin number six by 
signing up two additional members, coin number seven for the publication of at least 500 words in a major numismatic 
publication, and coin number eight for planning and executing an exhibit of the coins earned thus far in the program.

David MacPherson, Shippensburg, Pa., writes: "\ have noticed in the RCP column 
that silver coins have been given away. I have not received a silver coin as yet, and I 
would really like one if it is possible." Dave, you had better believe that it is possible 
and you should be receiving a Roman silver coin in the next mail. Can other 
participants also receive a silver coin if they so request? Indeed they can. But before 
describing how, let's examine this chap, David MacPherson. 


David was one of the early 
participants in the RCP. Actually he was 
number 49 to earn a Roman coin. 
David's first coin, a Licenius I, AD 
307-324, was earned for writing an 
article for his school paper, "Why 
Collect Coins — Eight Good Reasons." 
This coin was sent to him on September 
1, 1975. (By the way, Licenius, an infidel, 
was defeated by Constantine, Rome's 
first Christian Emperor, In 323. 
Constantine had Licenius put to death 
on the grounds that he had violated the 
Treaty of Milan which had offered, for 
the first time, protection to Christians.) 

Shortly after, David received a coin of 
Empress Eudoxia, AD 395-404, for a talk 
he gave on ANA's Summer Seminar. On 
February 18, 1977, he earned a Valens I, 
AD 364-378 for committee work on a 
coin show. This he followed with an 
antoninianus of Gallienus AD 253-268, 
for completing the YNCC. David was 
number 34 to complete the Basic RCP. 

In the Advanced RCP, David quickly 
earned coins Nos. 5 & 6 (Byzantine) for 
signing three new members to ANA. 
And writing an article in Coin World on 
"Alternative Collecting" earned coin 
No. 7 for David on March 8, 1979. Finally 
on May 10, 1979, David earned his 


eighth and final coin in the RCP for 
exhibiting his first seven Roman coins at 
Shippensburg Coin Club's annual show 
in early May. It Is nice to report that 
David won first prize in the foreign coin 
category. However, winning an award is 
no prerequisite to earning a Byzantine 
coin. Thus David MacPherson becomes 
the ninth junior to complete the Roman 
Coin Project, certainly an achievement 
of no small import. 

David will now receive a Byzantine 
coin as the eighth coin In the RCPserles. 
But David wanted a silver coin very 
badly, so what is the justification for 
awarding this also? Simple! For 
completing the RCP, participants also 
receive a bonus coin, generally of their 
desires if such is feasible. A Roman 
silver coin Is a modest request and 
therefore David will receive a silver 
Roman coin plus a Byzantine coin for 
this final endeavor in the RCP. His silver 
coin Is an antoninianus of Probus, AD 
276-282. He'll also receive a reprint of 
my own article on early dated Ano 
Domini coins. 

How much did these nine Roman and 
Byzantine coins cost David? Nothing In 
coin of the realm. However, It did "cost" 
him some good hard work In 
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numismatics over a three and one-half 
year period. Can you, any junior 
reading this, do what David has done? 
Indeed you can. All you have to do Is get 
started.

Einstein Centenary — Israel State Medal 



The Israel Government Coins and Medals Corporation has decided to commemorate Albert 
Einstein's centenary by issuing a state medal struck in 45mm silver and 59mm bronze. 

Designed by Nathan Karp, the medal depicts, on the obverse, the portrait of Albert Einstein 
taken from the relief by B. Sturm van der Berg at the entrance to the Mathematics Institute of 
the Hebrew University. The reverse of the medal depicts a facsimile of Einstein's handwriting: a 
mathematical formula. 

The medal was issued on the occasion of the Einstein Centennial Symposium, held in 
Jerusalem in March under the auspices of the Israel Academy of Sciences and Humanities, the 
Van Leer Jerusalem Foundation, the Hebrew University and the Jerusalem Foundation.

As Ms. Toynbee states 
in the introduction, ''the most authentic 
of the portraits that concern us here are 
those on coins." The specifications of 
the coins are not given except for the 
denomination and of course the date 


struck. However, in addition to a biog- 
raphy of the figure on the coin, the 
author has included in many cases a 
history of the coins and the mints which 
struck them. This book may be a help in 
identifying coins but its main value 
seems to be In providing background 
about one's current collection.

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UNITED STATES — Production of the Susan B. Anthony Dollar Resumed 

The Mint resumed production of the Susan B. Anthony dollar coin after a timely 
action was taken in May by the Congressional budget committees responsible for the 
Treasury Department, in granting approval for the reprogramming of Treasury 
funds. This will now allow the Mint to produce the additional dollars needed to bring 
the total coins produced by July to over 500 million as originally planned. 

A temporary shut-down In production had occurred March 31 until approval of 
funding could be secured from Congress. At that time, the Mint had produced 262 
million of the new dollar coins. Noting that production will continue through the end 
of the fiscal year, Mrs. Hackel also announced that a circulation campaign for the 
Anthony dollars will be Implemented promptly by the Mint. 

"'The 500 million coins available for the initial release will provide sufficient coins 
to the public so that they are readily available," Mrs. Hackel said. 

. . . Mint Discontinues Orders for 1979 Proof Coin Sets 

Director of the Mint, Stella B. Hackel, announced that the Mint stopped accepting 
orders for the 1979 six-coin proof sets on May 11, 1979. The Mint reached its 
maximum production quota, Mrs. Hackel added, and all orders received after that 
date were returned. There was an unusually great demand for the sets this year 
because of the introduction of the Susan B. Anthony dollar. 

The Mint began accepting orders for the 1979 proof coin sets April 2. The sets are 
produced solely at the San Francisco Assay Office and will be mailed through the end 
of the year. Customers will receive an acknowledgement card indicating when their 
orders will be delivered. 

The Mint will be accepting orders this Fall for the 12-coin 1979 uncirculated sets. 
Each set will contain one of each cupro-nickel clad Susan B. Anthony dollar, Kennedy 
half dollar, Washington quarter, Roosevelt dime, Jefferson nickel and Lincoln cent 
manufactured for general circulation at the Denver and Philadelphia Mints. Infor- 
mation about ordering the sets will be made available later this summer through the 
Mint's mailing list and the news media. 

U.S.S.R. — Second One-Rouble Olympic Commemorative Available 

In commemoration of its host status for the 1980 Summer Olympic Games, the 
U.S.S.R. is issuing a series of four one-rouble coins, one during each of the four years 
between the 1976 Olympics and 1980. The first coin was issued in 1977, and the 
second, struck in 1978, is now available for ordering. 

The year 1980 will mark the first time that the Olympics have been held in the 
U.S.S.R. The one-rouble coins commemorating that event are firsts also in that this Is 
the first time a host country has issued Olympic commemorative coins struck from a 
non-preclous metal rather than a more expensive, precious metal. The U.S.S.R. one 
roubles are minted of a cupronickel-zinc alloy, allowing them to be affordably priced 
at $3.95 each plus 50<? for postage and handling. 

The official 1978 Olympic one-rouble coin features on its reverse a representation 
of the Kremlin with the emblem of the 1980 summer Olympic games framed against 
the famous Spassky Tower. The emblem is a stylized rendering of a Moscow sky- 
scraper topped by a star and resting on the five Olympic rings representing the five 
continents and the brotherhood of amateur sports. The inscription translates into 
English as, "XXII Olympic Games — Moscow, 1980." The words, "One Rouble," are 
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repeated twice around the coin's edge. The obverse design shows the Soviet State 
Seal. 

^ Thecoins were struck at the Leningrad Mint and, with a diameter of 31 millimeters, 

are larger than ordinary one roubles. They are Identical in design and metal content 
to coinsjn circulation in the U.S.S.R., but the Olympic one roubles are minted in 
[ select specimen quality for collectors. 

f Olympic coins from 1977, the first year of the series, are also available. They feature 

the same obverse design, and the official emblem of the 1980 summer Olympic 
f games is on the reverse design.

Hackel had earlier turned over to the 
city a galvano used in making the new 
coin. 

A champagne reception followed the 
ceremony.

Offers Bullion Piece 

The Franklin Mint Corporation has 
announced that it is now minting and 
marketing gold bullion pieces. The 
Franklin Mint Gold Piece, available in a 
troy ounce, a half ounce, or a quarter 
ounce, is minted in .999 fine gold. 
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making it about eight percent purer 
than the South African Krugerrand. 

"'More and more Americans are buy- 
ing gold as a hedge against inflation/' 
Andes said. "Most of the bullion coins 
sold in the United States come from 
such foreign countries as Russia and 
South Africa, so there has been a grow- 
ing demand for an American alternative. 
Now we will be minting that alterna- 
tive." 

The price of The Franklin Mint Gold 
Piece is based on the world price of gold 
and distribution is being handled 
through a nationwide network of banks 
and coin dealers. Sculpted by Gilroy 
Roberts, former chief sculptor-engraver 
of the U.S. Mint, one side of the piece 
bears a portrait of Benjamin Franklin, 
the other a distinctive sculpture of the 
American eagle. 

Twenty-five hundred special proof 
editions were made available beginning 
last month. These three-piece sets were 
sold for $575, representing a 30 percent 
premium over the bullion value of the 
gold. The non-proof bullion pieces 
went on public sale in mid-June with 
each piece being sold at a small pre- 
mium over the daily price of gold. 

"In God We Trust" 

Collection on Display 

Numismatists living or traveling near 
High Point, North Carolina, will be in- 
terested to learn of an exhibit of high 
quality, extremely rare, and historically 
significant coins. The High Point 
Museum has prepared the exhibit to 
explain and illustrate how "In God We 
Trust" came to appear on our coins, 
stamps, and currency and how It even- 
tually came to be the official U.S. Na- 
tional Motto. 


Highlighting the exhibit are 14 of the 
pattern coins which led to the use of "In 
God We Trust" on our nation's official 
coinage. Of the patterns exhibited, 8 are 
rarity 6 (13-30 pieces made), 5 are rarity 7 
(4-12 pieces made), and one is unique. 
Four 1861 patterns are included In the 
exhibit. Two are half-dollars; one is 
struck in silver and one In copper. The 
other two 1861 patterns are ten-dollar 
pieces; one is struck in copper and one 
in copper-gilt. These patterns were the 
first to carry the word "God." It ap- 
peared on them in the motto, "God Our 
Trust." In 1863, the mint struck patterns 
for the soon-to-be-official 2^ piece. Of 
these, the exhibit includes a copper 
piece with "God Our Trust," a copper- 
nickel piece with "God and Our Coun- 
try," and the transitional bronze piece 
with "In God We Trust." "In Gpd We 
Trust" first appeared on a regular Issue 
coin with the start of the 20 series in 
1864, and the motto was added to most 
of our silver and gold coins in 1866. 

During the 1860's, patterns also were 
designed for the larger denominations 
of silver coins. These patterns carried 
the motto and were struck in several 
different metals. Although it is believed 
that these patterns may have been 
struck as late as 1868 or 1869, they were 
dated 1863, 1864, and 1865. Thus, the 
ones dated 1863 are the pieces with the 
earliest date to carry "In Cod WeTrust." 
The exhibit contains 1863 patterns of 
each denomination and metal : a copper 

The "In God We Trust" Exhibit at the High 
Point Museum traces the history of the 
United States' national motto as it appears on 
U.S. coins and patterns. 
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dollar, silver half-dollar, and an 
aluminum quarter-dollar. Research in- 
dicates that only a single set of these 
patterns was struck in nickel and dated 
1864. The dollar in the collection is 
thought to be the only such piece in 
existence. 

The 'Mn God WeTrust" exhibit will be 
at the High Point Museum through Au- 
gust, 1979. The museum is located at 
1805 East Lexington Avenue in High 
Point. It is open to the public free of 
charge Monday through Friday from 9 
until 4:30 and’on Saturday and Sunday 
afternoons from 1 until 5. 

Bavarian Rarity Offered 
in Nummus Mundi 

Frank Draskovic, manager of the 
foreign department of Bowers & Ruddy 
Galleries, has announced that a great 
rarity in the modern German series will 
highlight the firm's publication, Num- 
mus Mundi, a fixed price catalog de- 
voted to ancient and foreign coins. The 
coin, an 1865 double vereinsthaler of 
Bavaria, is referenced as number 610 in 
John S. Davenport's volume, European 
Crowns and Talers, and number 260 in 
Coins of the World 1750-1850 by W. D. 
Craig. 

Issued during the reign of Ludwig II, 
the type was struck for only three years 
— 1%5, 1867 and 1869 — in small num- 
bers. Though the 1865 has a recorded 
mintage of 2,490, the coin is far rarer 
than that mintage would indicate, 
suggesting a significant re-melting. 
Known as "Mad Ludwig," the monarch 
portrayed is infamous for nearly bank- 
rupting Bavaria while building grand 
palaces, among them Herrenchiemsee 
and Neuschwanstein, where swan 
motifs predominate throughout. Lud- 
wig drowned himself in 1886, three days 
after being declared insane. 



The specimen offered is a bold, 
evenly worn VF and is offered subject to 
prior sale.

World War II Barter Kits Offered 

Do you collect coins . . . military 
memorabilia . . . gold? 

The Defense Property Disposal Ser- 
vice is offering an invitation to the gen- 
eral public to send in sealed bids on 
"escape and evasion aids," commonly 
called barter kits. These were put to- 
gether for aircrewmen and paratroop- 
ers downed in unfriendly territory dur- 
ing World War II and Vietnam. The kits, 
held in war reserve stock since that 
time, contain gold coins, jewelry and 
watches. 

The Atlantic kit contains one 20-franc 
and one 10-franc gold coin (French 
mintage), one 1-pound sovereign and 
two y 2 -pound sovereign gold coins 
(British or South Africa mintage), and 
three gold rings, some plain and some 
embossed. The coins are not in mint 
condition nor have they been formally 
appraised, but they appear to be in very 
good condition. A sample assay estab- 
lished that the three rings alone contain 
a total of 15/100 troy ounces of fine gold. 
The Atlantic kit is sealed and will be 
shipped with special opening instruc- 
tions. 

The Southeast Asia kit contains one 
gold link chain (4 links) 1^4 inches in 
length, one gold embossed pendant 
(some are of heart shape and some of 
flat circular design), two gold embossed 
rings, and one 21-jewel Swiss calendar 
watch with black cloth band. 
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A sample assay shows that each of 
these kits contains a total of 1.08 troy 
ounces of fine gold.

Recent Acquisitions 

Sterling Silver Note Reproductions Presented to ANA 

Grover Criswell, ANA president, accepted the following historic American bank 
notes on behalf of the Association, from the American Bank Note Company and 
International Silver Company joint issuance: the $5 Omaha & Chicago; the $1(K) 
Commercial Bank of Wilmington, North Carolina; the $2 Canton Bank of South 
China, Maine; and the $4 Bank of Washington, North Carolina. A total of six 
banknotes of historical interest were issued in the series. The first two banknotes in 
the series of six, the $100 Liberty Bank and the $50 Bank of Charleston, were 
previously presented to the ANA. 

All six banknotes were authentically reproduced from the original engravings in 
the archives of the American Bank Note Company. The limited editions were ail 
serially numbered and were accompanied by a certificate of authentication signed by 
ANA member J. Roy Pennell jr., leading authority on world currencies and engrav- 
ing. Each sterling silver note was accompanied by an Intaglio print of the actual 
banknote and was accompanied by a descriptive booklet. 

The $5 note of the Omaha & Chicago Bank depicts the Battle of Lexington, the 
initial armed conflict of the Revolutionary War. The fourth Issue in the series was the 
$100 note of the Commercial Bank of Wilmington, North Carolina. The maritime 
vignettes on this note emphasize the importance of foreign trade to North Carolina 
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in the 1 850's. The $2 Canton Bank note of 1 855 depicts the ''Signing of the Declaration 
of Independence." The sixth note in the series is the $4 Bank of Washington, circa 
1860. This note of unusual denomination illustrates the First Family for whom the 
bank and its town of origin were named. 

ANA Receives Biblical Coins from Stack's 

Two recent donations by Stack's of New York City have enhanced the collection of 
Biblical coins of the ANA. Received were a shekel of Tyre (A.D. 46-47), a denarius of 
Tiberius (A.D. 14-37), and three Judean leptons (A.D. 15-36). 

The shekel of Tyre is popularly referred to as one of the Thirty Pieces of Silver j udas 
received for betraying Christ. The denarius of Tiberius is commonly called the 
Tribute Penny ("render unto Caesar that which is Caesar's"). The three leptons are 
also called Widow's Mites. One is of Valerius Gratus, A.D. 15-26, Procurator of 
Tiberius, year 11 , and the other two are of the infamous Pontius Pilate, Procurator of 
Judea, A.D. 26-36, years 17 and 18. 

Also received was a 27mm bronze of Cleopatra VII, wife of Marc Antony, 52-30 B.C. 
Thiscoin goes nicely with one in superb condition of Marc Antony already in the ANA 
museum collection. The association is very happy with the continued support of 
Stack's and with this most significant grouping of Biblical coins, and hopes to add 
other ancient and Biblical coins to the museum, whether it be in collections, small 
groupings or individual items. 

Visitors are welcomed to the ANA headquarters museum galleries and library from 
10 a.m. to 4 p.m. on weekdays, and on Saturdays by prior arrangements. 


Medal Honors 400th Anniversary of Sir Francis Drake's Voyage 



Four centuries ago, in 1577, Francis Drake sailed from Plymouth, England, for the West 
Indies, down around Cape Florn, up the west coast of that continent, finally landing in North 
America just north of where San Francisco now stands. Claiming North American land for 
England, Drake departed 36 days later. Returning to England, he presented the fortunes he had 
amassed to the government, in appreciation of which Queen Elizabeth I knighted him Sir 
Francis Drake. 

To commemorate Drake's voyage, Dick and Barbara Hyde of MedalliCraft, Santa Ana, Calif., 
designed and sculptured models for dies in collaboration with former president of the Califor- 
nia Historical Society, Robert Power. The Roger Williams Mint, Attleboro, Mass., then 
multiple-struck the dies Into large 3" high-relief art medallions showing a contemporary 
portrait of Drake on the obv'erse and his ship, the Golden Hinde, on the reverse. 

The satin antique bronze issues, 500 pieces, weigh over half a pound each, and the 25 silver 
(.999 fine) medallions each weigh over nine troy ounces. Prices are $19.50 and $175 each, 
respectively, postpaid. California residents are required to add 6% sales tax. Orders may be 
mailed to MedalliCraft at Box 10378, Santa Ana, CA 92711.
